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Remarks 



It is respectfully submitted that Claims 1-4, 8, 10-1 1, 13-14, 16-19, 22, 24, and 27-29 
are pending, as Claims 5-7, 9, 12, 15, 20, 21, 23, 25-26, and 30-36 were cancelled in the 
Preliminary Amendment submitted November 29, 2005 (See File History). Regarding the 
present response to the Examiner's Office Action dated May 2, 2008, Claims 8, 18, 22, 27-28 
have been canceled. In an effort to advance prosecution, Claims 1-3 have been amended in 
view of applicants' election of Group I, and thus are limited to compounds wherein Ari is 
phenyl which is optionally substituted. Specifically, Applicants have amended Claim 1 to 
include the definition of phenyl optionally substituted from Claim 18 in Claim 1. Basis for 
these amendments can be found in the specification at least on page 16, line 4 through page 
17, line 2. Applicants have further limited the scope of Claim 1 to include only those 
compounds where R 1 is n-propyl, 1 -methylethyl, 2-methylpropyl, or 3,3-dimethylpropyl. 
Basis for this amendment can be found in the specification at least on page 14, lines 6-7. 
Applicants also assert that this amendment brings the below pictured compound, an 
intermediate disclosed in J. Med. Chem. 1999, 42, 677-690 as an intermediate in the 
synthesis of 3-[2-(pyrrolidine-l-yl)ethyl] indoles provided to the office in form 1449 on 
November 29, 2005 (See File History) outside the scope of Claim 1. 



In addition, Applicants have made minor typographical amendments to Claims 2-4, 10-11, 
13-14, 16 and 17. Applicants have also removed redundant language from Claims 2 and 3. 
Remarks below further address the above-referenced Office Action.
